Chapter 12 - LIVESTOCK AUCTI ON MARKET REGULATI ONS

001 Statenent of Purpose. The purpose of these regul ations
iIs to ald in carrying out the legislative intent and general
pur poses of those statutes of Nebraska governing the operation
of Livestock Auction Markets in Nebraska.

002 Definitions.

002. 01 ACCOUNT OF SALE shall nean a receipt given to the
consi gnor or seller of livestock.

002.02 VS FORM 1-27 is a permt authorizing the novenent
of di seased or exposed aninmals, which formshall be

i ssued only by an approved veterinarian or authorized
regul atory personnel.

002. 03 AN MAL shall nmean any aninmal, including poultry,
ot her than man but shall exclude fish and reptiles.

002. 04 APPROVED EARTAG shall nmean a netal identification
tag approved by the U S. Departnent of Agriculture or the
State of Nebraska which shall be placed in the ear to
identify officially tested ani mals.

002. 05 APPROVED VETERI NARI AN shall mean any accredited
veterinarian approved, designated, or certified by the
State Veterinarian or Director of Agriculture to perform
all required inspections and duties under the disease
control |aws and regul ati ons.

002. 06 BUREAU shall nmean the Bureau of Animl Industry
of the Departnent of Agriculture.
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002. 07 BRUCELLOSIS EXPOSED ANI MALS shal |l mean ani mal s
that are part of a known infected herd or have been in
contact with a brucellosis reactor in marketing channels

for

peri ods of not |less than twenty-four (24) hours, or

periods of less than twenty-four (24) hours if the
reactor has recently aborted, calved, or had a vagi nal or
ut eri ne di scharge.

002. 08 QUALI FI ED PSEUDORABI ES NEGATI VE HERD shall nean a
herd neeting the following criteria:

Qual i fi ed pseudorabi es negative herd status is
attained by subjecting all swi ne over 6 nonths of
age to an official pseudorabies test and finding all
swi ne so tested negative. |If any of the swine so
tested are positive, qualified pseudorabies negative
herd status is attained by: (1) renoving al

of ficial pseudorabies test positive swi ne and

cl eaning and disinfecting the herd prem ses; (2)
retesting all swi ne over 6 nmonths of age 30 days
after renoval of the official pseudorabies test
positive swine and finding all swine so tested
negative, and (3) retesting all sw ne over 6 nonths
of age 60 days after renmpval of the official
pseudor abi es test positive swine and finding all

swi ne so tested negative. The status of the herd is
mai nt ai ned by an official pseudorabies test of

25 percent of the swine over 6 nonths of age every
80- 105 days and finding all swi ne so tested
negative. All swine over 6 nonths of age in the
herd shall be subjected to the official pseudorabies
test each year. However, no swi ne over 6 nonths of
age in the herd are to be tested twice in 1 year to
conply with the 25 percent requirenment. A m ninum
of 90 percent of the swi ne nust have been on the
prem ses and part of the herd for at |east 90 days
prior to the qualifying test or have entered
directly from anot her qualified pseudorabies
negative herd. All additions to the herd nust test
negative on two official pseudorabies tests not |ess
t han 30 days or nore than 60 days apart before being
added to the herd or be from another qualified
pseudor abi es negative herd.

002. 09 PSEUDORABI ES CONTROLLED VACCI NATED HERD shal
mean a herd neeting the followi ng criteria:

A herd of swine in which all of the swi ne over
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6 nont hs of age are negative to an official
pseudor abi es test and are vacci nated for
pseudorabies within 15 days after such test. The
status of the herd is maintained by an offici al
pseudor abi es test of 25 percent of the offspring
bet ween 16 and 20 weeks of age and finding all sw ne
so tested negative. All additions to the herd must
test negative to an official pseudorabies test, be
vacci nated for pseudorabies within 15 days after
such test, and be added to the herd not nore than
30 days after such test. Pseudorabies controlled
vacci nated herds that becone positive can be
reclassified as a pseudorabies controlled vacci nat ed
herd by (1) testing of all swi ne over 6 nonths of
age; (2) removal of all swine which are positive to
an official pseudorabies test; (3) cleaning and

di sinfecting the herd prem ses; (4) retesting al

swi ne over 6 nonths of age 30 days after renopval of
the swine which are positive to an offici al

pseudor abies test and finding all swine so tested
negative; (5) retesting all sw ne over 6 nonths of
age 60 days after renoval of the swine which are
positive to an official pseudorabies test and
finding all swine so tested negative; and (6)

vacci nating all swine over 6 nonths of age for
pseudorabies within 15 days of the second negative
test.

002. 10 CHANGE OF OWNNERSHI P TEST shall nmean an offici al
brucell osis test perforned on all narket test cattle.

002. 11 HERD TEST for cattle shall nmean an offici al
brucell osis test of all eligible cattle in the herd.
Eligible cattle shall include those over six (6) nonths
of age except steers, spayed heifers, official vaccinates
under ei ghteen (18) nonths of age.

002. 12 EXPOSED ANI MALS shall nean those that have been
in contact with any di seased animals. Such term shal

al so nean those animals that have been in contact with
ot her exposed aninmals as defined in this subdivision.
Brucel | osis exposed animals are as defined in 23 NAC
12-002. 07, above.

002.13 FORM A-237 is a health certificate or exam nation
form of the Bureau, which formshall be issued only by an
approved veterinarian, after establishing the health
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status and performng the required tests on the invol ved
ani mal s.

002.14 FORM NBAI-16 is a health certificate or
exam nation form of the Bureau, which form shall be
i ssued only by an approved veterinarian, after
establishing the health status and perform ng the
required tests on the involved aninals.

002.15 FORM A-276A is the "Quarantine of Aninmals" form
whi ch prohibits or restricts the novenent of aninals.

002.16 FORM A-276B is a "Brucellosis Quarantine of
Cattle" formwhich prohibits or restricts the novenent of
cattle affected with, exposed to, or suspected of having,
brucel | osi s.

002.17 FORM A-277 is a "Quarantine of Preni ses,
Vehi cl es, and Equi pnment” form which shall be issued to
prohi bit the use or occupation of such prem ses,
vehi cl es, and equi pmrent when provi ded by the ani nal

di sease control laws and the regul ations thereunder.

002.18 FORM NB-52 is a formfor reporting backtags
appl i1 ed.

002.19 FORM NSD-12 is a Shipper's Declaration form

furni shed by the Bureau which authorizes the rel ease of
livestock of unknown brucellosis status to i mredi ate

sl aughter or to a |licensed market for resale to i medi ate
slaughter. The form shall be issued by narket personnel
and signed by the buyer or his agent. One copy of the
form shall acconpany the animals to sl aughter or to the
mar ket .

002.20 FORM B-4 is a formfor recording official
brucell osis testing.

002.21 HERD shall nean a group of animals of |ike
speci es mai ntai ned on conmon ground for any purpose, or
two or nore groups of aninmals under common ownership or
supervi si on on separate prem ses which have an

i nt erchange of ani mal s.

002.22 | MMEDI ATE SLAUGHTER shall nean delivered to an
officially inspected slaughter establishnment or to a

i censed market within seven (7) days of renmoval from
farmof origin or following the date of sale through any
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mar ket .

002. 23 QUARANTI NE FACILITY shall mean any encl osure
sufficient to prevent animls so enclosed from com ng
into physical contact with any other aninmals.

002.24 Ml TAG shall mean an official backtag prescribed
by the U S. Departnent of Agriculture for identifying

i vestock nmoving in commerce. After an animal has been
tested for brucellosis, the MCI tag shall be painted
yellow with spray paint or a paint stick in such a manner
that the tag nunber is still readable.

002. 25 MARKET shall include both Livestock Auction
Mar ket as defined in the Nebraska Auction Market

Devel opment Act and Livestock Market as defined in the
Nebr aska Livestock Market Act.

002. 26 MARKET CATTLE TEST shall mean an offici al

brucell osis test of market test cattle noving in trade

t hrough markets, through |ivestock deal er concentration
poi nts, at slaughtering establishnments, or on the farm of
origin within 30 days prior to sale or novenent.

002. 27 MARKET TEST CATTLE shal |l mean:

002. 27A Fenmml es, unl ess spayed, and bulls over
twenty-four nonths of age, and

002.27B Bred heifers over eighteen nonths of age
unl ess they are official cal fhood vacci nates and not
parturient or postparturient.

002. 28 OFFI Cl AL VACCI NATE shall mean an ani nal
conform ng to the follow ng provisions:

002. 28A A cal fhood vacci nated ani mal shall nean an
ani ml between 2 and 4 nonths of age that has been
vaccinated with a standard dosage of Brucella Strain
19 Vaccine, or an aninmal between 4 and 12 nont hs of
age that has been vaccinated with a diluted dosage
of said vaccine in accordance with the procedure set
out bel ow

002.28A1 Store unreconstituted vaccine at 472C
(387F-407F) .
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002. 28A2 Non-pyrogenic sterile water may be
used if regular diluent is not avail able.
002. 28A3 Dilute the vaccine by the follow ng
manner :
002. 28A3a Reconstitute a dose of standard
vacci ne as recommended by manufacturer.
002. 28A3b M x the standard vaccine with
the diluent according to the foll ow ng
t abl e:
St andar d Di | ut ed
Di | ut ed
Vacci ne Di | uent Vacci ne Doses
1.25 cc + 23.75 cc = 25 cc or 12.5
2.50 cc + 47.50 cc = 50 cc or 25
5.00 cc + 95.00 cc = 100 cc or 50

002. 28A3c M x thoroughly and adm ni ster a
2 cc dose subcutaneously.

002. 28A4 Reconstituted vacci ne should be used
within hour. Surplus prepared vaccine shoul d
be inactivated by m xing disinfectant with
vacci ne or by autocl avi ng.

002. 28B Cal fhood vacci nated ani mals shall be
permanently identified as vaccinates by tattoo and
by official vaccination eartag, or by any other form
of identification approved by the Bureau.

Vacci nation tattoos nust be applied to the right

ear. The tattoo will include the U S. Registered
Shield and V, which will be preceded by a nunber
indicating the quarter of the year and will be

foll owed by a number corresponding to the |last digit
of the year in which the vaccination was done.
Official vaccination eartags shall be applied to the

right ear. The eartag will include the State prefix
and a V, followed by 2 letters and 4 nunbers which
will individually identify such vaccinated ani nal

| ndi vi dual ani mal registration tattoos my be
substituted for official eartags.

002.29 Class Free State shall nean a state so classified
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by the United States Departnent of Agriculture, Animal
and Plant Health Inspection Service, based upon the

i ncidence of brucellosis infection existing in said
state. A state classified partially as one class and
partially as a |l ower class shall, for the purposes of
this rule, be deemed to be of the I ower of the

two cl asses.

002.30 Class A State shall nmean a state so classified by
the United States Departnment of Agriculture, Animl and
Pl ant Health I nspection Service, based upon the incidence
of brucellosis infection existing in said state. A state
classified partially as one class and partially as a

| ower class shall, for the purposes of this rule, be
deenmed to be of the |Iower of the two cl asses.

002.31 Class B State shall nmean a state so classified by
the United States Departnment of Agriculture, Aninml and
Pl ant Health I nspection Service, based upon the incidence
of brucellosis infection existing in said state. A state
classified partially as one class and partially as a

| ower class shall, for the purposes of this rule, be
deenmed to be of the |Iower of the two cl asses.

002.32 Class C State shall nmean a state so classified by
the United States Departnment of Agriculture, Aninml and
Pl ant Health I nspection Service, based upon the incidence
of brucellosis infection existing in said state. A state
classified partially as one class and partially as a

| ower class shall, for the purposes of this rule, be
deenmed to be of the |Iower of the two cl asses.

002.33 Test-eligible cattle shall nean all cattle over
18 nmont hs of age (as evidenced by the | oss of the m ddle
pair of tenporary incisor teeth) except steers, spayed
heifers, official vaccinates of the dairy breeds under
20 nont hs of age, and official vaccinates of the beef
breeds under 24 nonths of age (as evidenced by the
presence of the mddle pair of permanent incisor teeth)
whi ch are not parturient (springers) or postparturient.

Adm ni strati on.

003.01 These regulations will be adm nistered, for the
nost part, by the Departnment of Agriculture's Bureau of
Ani mal I ndustry, located in the State O fice Buil ding,
Fourth Floor, 301 Centennial Mall South, Lincoln,
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Nebraska. The mailing address is P.O. Box 94787,
Li ncol n, Nebraska 68509-4787. The tel ephone nunber is
(402) 471-2351.

003.02 The licensing portions of the Nebraska Auction

Mar ket Devel opment Act and these regulations (primarily
23 NAC 12-004 and 005, below), will be adm nistered by

t he Nebraska Livestock Auction Market Board. The

| ocati on, address and tel ephone nunber of the Board is

the same as that of the Bureau of Animl |ndustry.

004 Application for Licenses. All applications for |ivestock
auction market I|icenses, including applications for renewal or
transfer of such license, shall be nmade on forns furnished by
t he Board.

005 Rules of Practice and Procedures Governi ng Heari ngs on
the I ssuance of Livestock Aucti on Market Licenses

005.01 Noti ce.

005. 01A The Director shall fix a reasonable tine
for the hearing and shall cause a copy of the
application, conplaint, dispute, or issues involved,
together with notice of the tinme and pl ace of
hearing, to be served by mail not |less than fifteen
(15) days prior to such hearing upon the foll ow ng:

005. 01A1 AIl duly organi zed statew de |ivestock
associations in the state who have filed witten
requests with the board to receive notice of
such hearings and such other |ivestock

associ ations as in the opinion of the Director
woul d be interested in such application; and

005. 01A2 The operators of all livestock auction
markets in the state; and

005. 01A3 Such other persons as in the opinion
of the Director would have an interest in the
heari ng.
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005.01B The Director shall give further notice of
such hearing by publication of the notice thereof
once in a daily or weekly newspaper circulated in
the city or village where such hearing is to be
held, as in the opinion of the Director will give
reasonabl e public notice of such tinme and pl ace of
hearing to persons interested therein.

005.02 Contents of Conplaints. Prior to such notice of
hearing 1 nvolving disagreenments or disputes between
parti es operating under the Nebraska Livestock Auction
Mar ket Devel opment Act, the conplaining party nust submt
to the Board a notarized statenent attesting to the

al | egati ons, grievances, or accusations; if subsequent
anmendnment is necessary, it shall be fully stated as soon
as practicable.

005. 03 Heari ng.

005.03A All parties will be afforded opportunity to
present evidence and argument.

005.03B 1In all hearings before the Board in which
the board has filed a conpl aint agai nst any market
i cense holder, the Board shall be represented by
the Attorney General's O fice of the State of

Nebr aska when possi bl e.

005.03C 1In all hearings before the Board a conplete
and accurate record shall be kept, which record
shall be made available to any interested parties in
t he hearing; provided, however, that the State of
Nebraska shall have no liability for the cost of the
transcripts made unl ess nade at its specific
request.

005.03D It shall be inproper for any person having
busi ness before the Board to di scuss such business
with any Board nenmber at such tine or place when all
Board nenbers are not together and at which an
adversary party may not have had notice of such
nmeeting and an opportunity to be present.

005. 03E The Board will hear all evidence of

probative value, but will exclude inconpetent,
immaterial, and repetitious evidence. The Board
will give effect to the laws of privilege recognized
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005. 03F The hearing exam ner will adm nister oaths

and conpel the production of any papers, books,
accounts, docunents, and testinony and cause the

di spositions of witnesses to be taken in the manner
prescribed by law. Docunentary evidence shall be
made a part of the record of the hearing.

005. 03G Every party shall have the right of
cross-exam nati on of wi tnesses who testify and shall
have the right to submt rebuttal evidence. The

Board will recogni ze general, technical or
scientific facts within its specialized know edge.
All parties will be notified either before or during

the hearing or otherwi se of the material so noticed
and shall be afforded an opportunity to contest the
facts so noti ced.

005.04 Disposition of Hearing |ssues.

005. 04A After the hearing the Board may take such
matters under advisenment as it determ nes necessary.

005.04B The Board shall make such i ndependent
investigations and inquiry as it considers
necessary.

005.04C All conmuni cati ons bet ween nmenbers of the
Board shall be confidential.

005.04D Parties to the proceeding shall receive
written notice by registered or certified nmail of

t he decision and order. A copy of the decision and
order and acconpanyi ng findings and conclusions w |l
be delivered or mailed upon request to each party or
his attorney of record.

006 Wei ghi ng Requi renents.

006.01 Scales. No livestock auction market shall be
[1censed or, if a license has been issued, continue to
operate as a |ivestock auction market if such nmarket
wei ghs livestock for purposes of purchase or sale and
does not have an approved scal e operated by a |icensed
wei ghmaster. An approved scal e shall nmean one which
satisfies the requirenments of the Nebraska statutes
relating to weights and neasures, Neb. Rev. Stat.
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§889-101 to 89-1, 103.

006. 02 Weighnmasters. All livestock weighed on scales in
the course of business of a |livestock auction market

shal | be wei ghed by a wei ghmaster |icensed pursuant to
the authority of Neb. Rev. Stat. 854-1175. Applications
for such license shall be nmade on a form furnished by the
Bur eau.

007 M ninmum Veterinary |Inspection Fees.
007.01 The followi ng m nimum veterinarian inspection
fees authorized by Neb. Rev. Stat. 854-1180 shall be
coll ected by the operator of the auction nmarket and
remtted to the Bureau:

007.02 If the conmbi ned charges per head on inspection of
all livestock at a |ivestock auction market on any one
sal e day do not equal or exceed the guaranteed m ni num
salary of $25.00, the m ninmum fee of $25.00 shall be
remtted. All inspection fees are due on and fromthe
date of collection. All fees nmust be remtted on or
before the tenth day of the nonth for sales held during
t he precedi ng nonth, acconpanied by reports on forns
provi ded by the Bureau.
008 Recordkeepi ng.

008.01 Each auction market shall keep conplete records
of all business transactions concerning |ivestock

handl ed. Such records shall contain the foll ow ng

i nformation:

008. 01A The nanmes and addresses of all persons who
have purchased, sold, consigned, or taken
consi gnnent of |ivestock;

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008.01B The dates of all purchases, sales and
deliveries of |ivestock; and

008. 01C A description of the |ivestock.

008.02 All records shall be kept for a period of at
[ east two years.

Facilities. Auction market facilities shall continually

meet

010

the follow ng requirenents:

009.01 Facilities shall be muintained in a continual
state of good repair;

009.02 All areas of the market used for hol ding,

sorting, testing or otherwi se handling livestock shall be
cl eaned and di sinfected under the supervision of the
approved veterinarian, when necessary. Such activities
shall be reported to the office of the State Veterinarian
on fornms provided by said office;

009.03 All markets shall be equi pped with quarantine
pens to be used for handling diseased |ivestock and

i vestock suspected of being diseased. After being used
as a quarantine pen, such a pen shall be used for no

ot her purpose until it has been cleaned and di si nfected
under the supervision of the certified veterinarian.

009.04 All markets shall be equi pped with paved areas
for assenbling, sorting, testing or other handling of
feedi ng and breeding swine, if such swine are handl ed by
the market. Such areas are to be cleaned after each use
for feeding or breeding sw ne; and

009.05 All markets shall be equi pped with suitable and
sufficient paved areas for restraining and confining
livestock for regul atory purposes.

| nspecti on and Handli ng of Livestock.

010.01 Approved Veterinarian. The release of |ivestock
froman auction market shall be handl ed by the approved
veterinarian who shall insure all such |ivestock conform
to the requirenents of the animal di sease control |aws
and regul ations of this state. The certified
veterinarian shall inspect all such livestock prior to
sale, and shall reject or detain at the owner's expense,
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all such livestock found or suspected by himto be
di seased or exposed to disease. |In addition, he shall:

010. 01A Performthe collection of blood sanples
fromall market test aninmals;

010.01B Performthe official narket test on all
bl ood samples prior to the rel ease of any ani nal;

010. 01C Conpl ete the application and recordi ng of
all eartag nunbers, backtag nunbers, and test
results on the official test chart;

010. 01D Pronptly mail all bl ood sanples and test
charts to the State-Federal Brucellosis Laboratory;

010. 01E |Issue the follow ng rel ease forns and
di stribute copies as required thereon:
010.01E1 VS Form 1-27;
010. 01E2 Form A-237;
010. 01E3 Form A-276B; and
010. 01E4 Form A-276A; and

010. 01F Furnish the purchaser upon request with
docunment ati on of conpleted official tests.

010. 02 Rel ease of Cattle.

010. 02A AIl market test cattle offered for sale,
bartered, or sold through a nmarket shall at the tine
received be identified by a backtag affixed a few
inches frommdline and just behind either shoul der,
Al market test cattle shall be tested as provided
bel ow except for the follow ng situations:

010. 02A1 Cattle consigned or sold directly from
certified brucellosis free herds and acconpani ed
by written proof of such herd status; Provided,
such cattle nmay be yarded separately to naintain
their identity and status; and Provided further,
that the identity and status shall be maintained
until rel ease;

010. 02A2 Cattle found to be negative by an

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of ficial brucellosis test conducted within
thirty (30) days prior to sale; Provided, that
such animal s shall have been individually
identified by approved eartag or tattoo and
acconmpani ed by an official test record or health
certificate showing the identification and test
results of each animal, or shall have been
identified by an approved eartag and backt ag
within thirty (30) days prior to sale; and

Provi ded further, that the identity and negative
status of such animls shall be maintained until
rel ease; and

010.02B All untested market test cattle, except as
excl uded above, shall nove fromthe market to

i mmedi at e sl aughter. Backtagged market test cattle
sold for shipnent to i medi ate sl aughter shall be
rel eased on a Shipper's Declaration (Form NSD-12).

010. 02C Backtagged market test cattle sold for

ot her than i medi ate sl aughter shall be tested
negative for brucellosis by the certified
veterinarian prior to rel ease, except as provided in
23 NAC 12-010. 02D, bel ow.

010. 02D WMarket test cattle (1) not having a
negative brucellosis test within thirty (30) days
prior to being sold and shi pped for other than

i mmedi at e slaughter or (2) sold directly from
certified brucellosis free herds for other than

i mmedi at e sl aughter shall not be released or renoved
fromthe market until officially tested negati ve.

010.02E AIl market test cattle from Cl ass Band C
states shall be brucellosis tested prior to sale. A
negative test within the previous thirty (30) days
is acceptable if the test information is on the
health certificate or test chart acconpanying the
animals. Cattle released to a farmor ranch shall be
guaranti ned by the market veterinarian to the farm
or ranch. The quarantine shall be rel eased

foll owing a negative test conducted within 45 to

120 days follow ng i ssuance of the quarantine.
Cattle released to a deal er or another market shal
be acconpanied by a health certificate. The health
certificate shall state that the cattle will be
guarantined for a retest upon being resold by the
mar ket or dealer. Cattle released to slaughter
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shal

be rel eased on a NSD- 12 ( Shi ppers

Decl aration).

010. 02E O ficial Market Testing rel ease
requi renents are as foll ows:

010. 02Ela Aninmals tested at the market at
private expense prior to sale;

010. 02E1lb AlIl tests prior to sale shall be made
in the name of the seller or consignor. Each
tested ani mal shall be identified by official
eartag and backtag. Negative animals from
tested consi gnnents wherein reactors are

di scl osed shall be either sent to i mmedi ate
slaughter with VS Form 1-27 or returned to the
farmof origin with quarantine for official
programtesting. |If reactors are disclosed in
consignnents from other states, the entire

consi gnnent shall be sold for inmmediate

sl aughter provided, the negative aninmals nay be
returned to state of origin with perm ssion from
said state of origin in accordance with Title 9,
Code of Federal Regul ations, Part 78.

010. 02E2a Tests conducted after sale at private
expense on backtagged cattle not sold for
i medi at e sl aughter:

010. 02E2b The | ot of each purchaser shall be
tested in his name; and tested animals shall be
individually identified by official eartag and
backtag. Reactors shall be tagged, branded, and
shi pped to i medi ate sl aughter. Exposed animals
tested negative fromthe ot of a seller where
any reactor has been disclosed by test shall be
sent to i medi ate slaughter with VS Form 1-27,
and be either "S" branded or noved in seal ed
trucks.

010. 02E3 All reactors disclosed at the narket
shal | be tagged and branded prior to renoval
fromthe market.

010. 02F Reactors, suspects or exposed ani mals
consigned for sale shall nove in commerce
acconmpani ed by a VS Form 1-27.

010. 03A1 Such swine, originating in Nebraska,
shal | have been confined on the prem ses of
origin for not less than thirty (30) continuous
days preceding the novenent through the narket.

010. 03A2 Swine infected with, exposed to, or
suspected of having been exposed to any
dangerous, infectious, contagious, communicable
or otherw se transm ssible disease shall be
returned to the prem ses of the owner or noved
to i mmedi ate slaughter. Swine affected with
atrophic rhinitis or chronic arthritis and al
swine originating in the same consignment, shal
be identified by a yell ow water resistant
mar ki ng over or al ong the back.

010. 03A3 Swine rel eased froman auction nmarket
shall be confined on the prem ses of the
purchaser for thirty (30) days separate from al
ot her swi ne, except when noved directly out of
Nebraska pursuant to the inport requirenents of
the state of destination.

010. 03B Sl aughter sw ne, except garbage-fed sw ne,
may nove through a market, subject to the foll ow ng
requi renents:

010.03B1 Native swine shall be noved directly
to slaughter establishnment, market, or deal er
concentration point providing for state or
federal inspection.

010. 04A2 They originate froma scabies free
area, show no evidence of scabies, and have not
been exposed thereto; or

010. 04A3 They are from a non-quarantined flock
or band in a federally designated scabies
infected or eradication area, and treated within
ten (10) days of novement with an approved
pestici de under supervision of an approved
veterinari an.

010.04B Ram Epididymtis. Breeding bucks shall be
i ndividually exam ned prior to sale, and shall be
free of gross lesions of ramepididymtis.

010. 04C Cont agi ous Ecthynma (Sore Mouth). All sheep
affected with, or exposed to, contagi ous ecthynma
shall be immedi ately renoved fromthe market and
returned under quarantine to the prem ses of the
sel |l er or consignor.

Official Testing - Cattle Brucellosis

011.01 Al market test cattle that are sold or bartered
t hrough an auction narket, except cattle sold to

i mmedi at e sl aughter, shall be brucellosis tested in the
manner prescri bed bel ow.

011.02 The official brucellosis testing classifications
shall be as foll ows:

011. 02A The testing procedure to be utilized in
auction markets shall be the card test, conducted by
t he approved veterinarian and confirnmed in the

St at e- Federal Laboratory by the sane testing
procedure. Any animl which is positive to such test
shall be classified as a reactor. Any ani mal which
is negative to such test shall be classified

012.01 Identification.

012. 01A All slaughter sows and boars received at
first point of sale by markets shall be uniformy
identified by the farmof origin, sufficient to

di stingui sh such swine fromother swine. The
identification shall be recorded on a waybill. Such
swi ne shall then be identified, by the auction

mar ket, to the farmof origin by tattoo or other

met hods acceptable to the State Veterinarian. The
identification by the market shall be specified on

t he account of sale.

012.01B Swine reacting to the brucellosis test

shall be permanently identified by an offici al
reactor eartag placed in the left ear within fifteen
(15) days followi ng the disclosure of infection.

012.02 Identification Reports. All auction nmarkets
responsi ble for identifying swne in accordance with the
provi sions of Neb. Rev. Stat. 854-1358 shall maintain
adequate records of such identification, as prescribed in
t he recordkeepi ng provi sions of these regul ati ons.

012.03 O ficial Testing.

012. 03A The official tests for swi ne brucellosis
shall be as foll ows:

012. 03A1 Card Test;
012. 03A2 Rapid screening test;
012. 03A3 Rivanol test; and

012. 03A4 Any other testing procedure recognized
for use in the diagnosis of swine brucellosis by

USDA.

012. 03B Testing shall be performed by the approved
veterinarian, whenever required or authorized by the
Nebraska Swi ne Brucell osis Act or the regul ations
adopt ed t hereunder.
